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Without A Doubt

HE Unity faith is a return to the essential 
| element of Jesus’ teaching. This is why it 
is simple and helpful. At times forms and 
ceremonies may have hidden the most precious 
thing that Jesus had to share with us; that is that 
we should be /‘ke Him. He taught not simply that 
we should love Him as indeed, knowing Him, we 
could not fail to do; not simply that we should 
worship Him, but that we should worship God 
in His name and Spirit; that we should do the 
things He did and that we should express His 
nature. The thought that we are separated from 
Him by an impassable gulf of guilt and condem- 
nation and sin seems too great a burden for us to 
continue to carry with us, and it is unlike the na- 
ture of Christ. Jesus made no separation between 
Himself and others. When He offered His im- 
mortal prayer that we call the Lord’s Prayer, He 
did not say “My Father” or “Your Father” but 
“Our Father,” acknowledging the common son- 
ship. 
This is the real truth about you, my friend; 
about all of us. Though in the temporal sense we 
are children of earthly parents, in the eternal sense 
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we are spiritual beings. We are clothed with a 
body garment, which is the product of human life 
and associations, but essentially we are created in 
the image and likeness of God, who is Spirit. We 
are spiritual beings. Spirit is the real, true self of 
us, more wonderful and mightier than any of us 
has ever expressed. Our Lord, Jesus Christ, was 
the supreme example of this nature, the Way- 
Shower and the Way! 

Without a doubt Jesus was the Son of God! 
As I write this, I have no doubt that Jesus was 
the Son of God, and it is significant that Jesus 
Himself had no doubt that He was the Son of 
God. Because He had no doubt of the power of 
God within Him, He performed wonderful works 
of healing for others. “I can of myself do noth- 
ing.” “The Father abiding in me, doeth his 
works.” 

He had no doubt that He was a son of God. 
He had no doubt that others were sons of God as 
well. Can we say “without a doubt” that we are 
sons of God? Then, without a doubt we can hea! 
and be healed; we can do wonderful works. 

He lived with such magnificent courage, with 
such great compassion! He lived not only with 
great knowledge but with great wisdom, which 
is a very different thing. With great empathy His 
heart reached out to others, and they could not 
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fail to respond to Him. 

Just the reaching out of that great heart of 
love seemed to perform miracles: the deaf gained 
their hearing; the lame walked straight again; the 
blind regained their sight. Those who carried 
heavy burdens of sorrow and suffering in their 
hearts found liberation and freedom through the 
magic of a love that can only be called divine. 

In this sense our Lord Jesus was divine. But 
let us not forget that He was divinely human, too. 
Sometimes it appears that between Him and us 
there is a great gulf fixed that we can never pass. 
But it is helpful for us to remember that Jesus 
was, in like manner as we, tempted in all things. 

He had a wonderful sense of humor, almost 
overlooked, perhaps, because the shortest verse 
in the New Testament is “Jesus wept.” If we do 
not remember any other passage, most of us re- 
member that one. So the fact that He wept on one 
occasion seems to typify Him to a great many 
people. 

Yet, people loved to be with Him; little chil- 
dren thronged around Him. Have you ever known 
little children to want to be in close association 
with anyone who was dour and sad? Not at all! 
Men, women, and children of all degrees and 
estates, of all ages, thronged around Him. So 
much so that sometimes, you remember, He had 
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to get into a boat and go out on that troubled 
little Sea of Galilee with a couple of His apostles, 
usually Peter and John, and there He would re- 
new His energies and His faith. 

He was known as the Christ, which is-a title, 
you must remember. Was He the very Son of 
God in a different sense from other persons? Let 
us leave that to individual faith and let us real- 
ize, if we can, that Jesus represents a divine pat- 
tern by which to live; that the Christ nature in 
man is the power that enables us to do this. 

When Paul wrote to the Romans about a mys- 
tery that had been hidden from man through all 
the ages and which he then proclaimed, “Christ 
in you, the hope of glory,” he revealed one of the 
most stupendous truths that can come to us who 
have been reared in the thought that we are 
worms of the dust, conceived in sin, and brought 
forth in iniquity; that the curse and sin of Adam 
are on us all. 

Take courage and faith, new life and resolu- 
tion, determination and joy in Paul’s message, 
“Christ in you, the hope of glory.” Christ in you! 
Is this too much for us to believe? Too much for 
us to accept, to comprehend? Then, let us say, 
in degree—as we give ourselves, as we yield our- 
selves to the realization of God’s presence and 
power in us with thoughts and words and acts 
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of love, with lessons learned, with challenges 
overcome—that we come step by step a little 
nearer to the embodiment of the divine concept 
of the only begotten Son of the Father, which is 
the Christ man. 

Jesus would not have emphasized as He did the 
nature of our oneness with Him, and commended 
us to be like Him, if it were not possible for us 
to be like Him. For Jesus was not deceiving man- 
kind. There has never been anyone in the world 
so sincere, so devout, so consecrated as our Lord 
Jesus, which makes Him indeed, the Saviour of 
the world. 

The Saviour of your world and mine too, if we 
believe in Him and what He said enough to seek 
with all our heart to be like Him. So it is good 
for you and me and all mankind to go on a quest 
for the Christ. Finding the Christ is the most re- 
warding experience that can come to mankind! 
It is the great hope of the world! The unifying, 
healing panacea for the ills of mankind is that 
you and I shall recognize the good in one another, 
the good in people of good will in all races and 
places and times; recognize that there is no bar- 
rier of separation and there is no condemnation to 
them that are in Christ Jesus. 

What does this mean, to be in Christ Jesus? 
Perhaps it means something a little different to 
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people of different forms of faith. But I think 
we are in Christ Jesus when we open our mind 
and heart to the feeling of His presence, to the 
love of His words to such a degree that we do 
not think, “Oh, that is very nice but it happened a 
long time ago and far away and, of course, He 
was born differently from us; He died differently; 
He was conceived differently from us.” These are 
excuses. Think of the things we have in common 
with Him! Look for things that are like Him in 
the people you meet. Look for the innocent and 
wide-eyed wonder in the eyes of little children 
and it will make you think of our Lord Jesus long 
ago when He stood in the Temple at the age of 
twelve and amazed the teachers there by His child- 
ish wisdom. 

When you see little children learning to use 
their bodies, learning to handle things efficiently; 
when you see their efforts growing into surety, 
self-mastery and poise—think of one born long 
ago, so humbly and simply in an obscure little 
village, who, by His consciousness of the presence 
of God in Him, did things and spoke words that 
amazed the world, words that have lived for two 
thousand years. 

We see the lines of patience and courage and 
faith that are drawn on the faces of people of 
mature years and we think, ‘““What a wonderful 
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time of learning and growing; what a great privi- 
lege it is to serve those we love, and learn to love 
those whom we serve.” We think of one who 
thought not of Himself but reminded us that he 
who was to be greatest in the kingdom would 
learn to serve, not simply for self-aggrandizement 
but because it was Godlike to do so. Because, in 
the nature of God He gave Himself completely, 
we have the supreme example. 

So that wherever we go, whatever we are do- 
ing, by the grace of God it is possible for us to 
find something of the nature of the Christ in 
every individual—man, woman, and child. It is 
possible humbly to find that nature in ourselves 
and to cast off the burden of past shortcomings 
and mistakes, for God holds us under no condem- 
nation. 

We are very hard on one another and on our- 
selves. There is no cataclysm of nature that has 
ever caused as much war and suffering in the 
world as man’s inhumanity to man. Perhaps some- 
one asks, “Why are there cataclysms in the world 
anyway, if God is a God of love?’’ Well, God 
did not put us in a world that is all finished and 
complete perhaps, because He wanted us to serve 
with Him, to have the experience of growth and 
expression, actually almost to have the experience 
of creation so that we, too, have a part in the 
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evolution of the world, the evolution of human 
nature. 

In every one of us there is a potential Christ 
awaiting expression. “Christ in you, the hope of 
glory.”” Take this deeply into your own heart and 
life. Do not be afraid that God will condemn 
you. God never condemns anyone for anything. 
He never punishes us. He is always forgiving and 
loving. As I said, the very moment we turn to 
Him, lo, He is there. God is never more than a 
thought away. 

When you think of Him, when you think of 
Jesus, it is possible that He can become more real 
to you than any person you see with your human 
eye, because in Him you find the fulfillment of 
all you long to be. 

How can it be that God has put so deep and 
high and wide an aspiration in the heart and mind 
of man and yet we lag so far behind? When we 
think about Jesus and the great majesty of His 
life, His courage and understanding, His love and 
faith, we think, “Oh, I would like to be like 
Him!” 

But then, before we have even completed the 
thought, we often cancel it out by saying, “Oh, 
this is impossible. I can never be like Him!’ Who 
told you that you never could? Where did that 
thought come from? Not out of the mind and 
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heart of God, not out of the mind and heart of 
our Lord Jesus, for He pleaded with people to do 
as He did. And what did He do? In all things 
He turned to the Father. He urged men to love 
God and to love their fellowmen, and His mes- 
sage was simple and forthright. 

What could be simpler than Jesus sitting on a 
hillside sharing the wisdom of His love and in- 
sight and understanding with people gathered 
around Him at His feet, perhaps asking Him ques- 
tions. On one such occasion they were so entranced 
by the beauty and power and comfort of His 
words that they forgot all about their human 
hunger until it was way past mealtime, you re- 
member! There were only a few loaves and fishes 
that a little boy had in a basket. Jesus commanded 
the apostles to break and share these and lo, there 
seemed to be abundance for all—and then some! 
There are various explanations of this, but you 
know what the real one is: that every man, wom- 
an, and child hungers and thirsts after righteous- 
ness. When we hear words of Truth that are spo- 
ken with deep devotion, deep sincerity, deep love 
and wisdom, something in us is fed that bread 
and fishes would never supply, that no material 
thing in this world could supply. We are nur- 
tured and strengthened by the power of God's 
spirit in the inward man. 
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Trust in God and the right outworking. Cer- 
tainly you will find challenges! We always find 
challenges along the way when we attempt any 
step in advancement. Each step has to be taken 
on faith. Most of the things that have been 
brought forth by way of invention and discovery 
have been declared impossible, certainly ridicu- 
lous, even insane, before they happened. After- 
ward everyone wondered why they had not hap- 
pened before, why it took so long. But somebody 
had to have enough faith not only to believe, but 
to give himself to the project utterly and com- 
pletely; so much so that he would forget the time 
of day, forget to eat, forget the human associa- 
tions, forget everything, for a time, in his whole- 
hearted dedication to some good thing. 

When we discover the presence and power of 
God, which is finding the Christ, because God in 
mankind is the Christ nature awaiting its fulfill- 
ment, this discovery does not contract our life. 
It does not shut us off from other people. It makes 
us more aware of them than we ever have been 
before. It makes our human relationships more 
pleasant, more joyous, more agreeable, more satis- 
factory than ever before. And to express this idea 
we have a little silent prayer we sometimes say 
in Unity: “The Christ in me greets the Christ in 
you and we work together for the glory of God!”
